A THEORY SUPPORTED BY PaBSH,

It Fired on British Fishing Ves- 
sels in the North Sea. 



Philadelphia, Oct. 24.— With the 
forehead crushed and the throat cut, 
the body of four-year-old Michael May- 
erski, who was kidnaped near hia 
home in Phoenixville, 28 miles from 
this city, Friday evening by a band of 
men supposed to be gypsies, was found 
Sunday in an abandoned farm house 
a few miles from Valley Forge. In 
connection with the murder six men 
belonging* to a party of gypsies were 
arrested by Chief of Police Carter, of 
Phoenixville, and several constables, 
and after an exciting time were lodged 
in jail at lhat place. Only the cpur- 
age and quick action of the police 
saved the prisoners from being rough- 
ly handled by a large crowd of excited 
people. 

The child was picked up Friday ev- 
ening by a party of men who were 
driving through the town in two cov- 
ered wagons. A boy saw them take 
the child but before he could attract 
any one’s attention to pursue the kid- 
napers they had disappeared. All day 
Saturday and Saturday night search- 
ing parties were out trying to trace 
the wagons, but without success. Sun- 
day while three men were in the 
woods gathering chestnuts they acci- 
dentally came across the body of the 
boy. Nearby lay a club with hair and 
blood on it. 'The authorities were 
quickly notified and the entire police 
force of Phoenixville and vicinity 
started out in search of gypsy bands. 
During the afternoon one party came 
across a company of them and tbqjc 
them into custody. They denied any 
knowledge of the crime. 

*^The report that six gypsies had 
been arrested soon spread through 
Phoenixville and hundre^la of irre« and 
women gathered along the streets. As 
the prisoners , were brought through 
the streets there were cries of “L 3 mch 
them,”. “Bum them.” 'The oflBcers 
drew- their revolvers and kept the an- 
gry crowd, back. At the lock-up a large 
crowd was gathered, and the oflBcers 
had difficulty in getting their prison- 
ers through the threatening mob into 
the jail. The prisoners were badly 
frightened.

A Couple Sunk and Several Persons 
Killed and Wounded — Other Ships 
Badly Damaged — News Causes 
An intense Sensation. * 



Two Officers and One Suspect Dead, 
Two Others Fatally Wounded and 
Others Badly Injured in a 
Room in St. Louis. 



Hull, Eng., Oct. 24. — A. M. Jackson 
& Co., solicitors for the owners of 50 
Hull fishing boats, have notified the 
foreign office and admiralty of an at- 
tack on the Hull fishing fleet by the 
Russian second Pacific squadron, com- 
monly designated as the Baltic fleeL 
The official information is that shortly 
after midnight Friday the Russian 
squadron fell in with the Hull fishing 
fleet in the North sea. 'The first por- 
tion of the fishing fleet passed safely. 
Then the Russian ships turned their 
searchlights on the British vessels for 
some time and a little later opened 
fire. The steam trawler Crane was 
sunk and the decapitated bodies of 
her skipper and mate have been 
brought to Hull. The boatswain and 
other members of the crew are under- 
stood to be seriously wounded. 

The steam trawlers Moulmein and 
Mino have arrived at Hull seriously 
damaged by shots, the latter having 
16 holes in her hull. It is feared that 
other damage was done to the trawl- 
ers and that at least one more was lost 
with all hands. 

. The only survivor of the Crane who 
has yet reached here is J. A. Smith, 
son of the deceased skipper, and who, 
with the captains of the Moulmein and 
Mino, is going to Lond^.ta jionsult 
.with the authorities. 'Young ’Smith 
was asleep In his bunk when the fir- 
ing aroused him. Just as he was get- 
ting up, a shot .struck the starboard 
and penetrated' to the forecastle, 
smashing a lamp near which he was 
standing. He rushed on deck where 
the searchlights revealed the horrible 
sight of his father and Leggett lying 
headless and the deck strewn with the 
injured. It* was soon found that the 
vessel was sinking and signals for as- 
sistance were sent up. Smith and oth- 
ers concur in the details of the firing 
that have already been given. 

Ijondon, Oct. 24. — The steam cutter 
Magpie, belonging to the Gamecock 
trawler fleet, which was fired on by 
the Russian Baltic fleet, arrived in 
the Thames Sunday night. Her cap- 
tain, Peaker, confirmed the details of 
the story received from Hull. He 
says: “Friday night there were about 40 
vessels of the Gamecock fleet fishing 
in latitude 55 degrees 15 minutes, and 
longitude 5 degrees 6 minutes. It was 
a misty, drizzling night. We spread 
over an area of some miles. Our ad- 
miral had just previously signalled by 
rocket and colored lights the fishing 
direction for the night. W’hether that 
had anything to do with what follow- 
ed I do not know; the whole thing is 
a mystery.” 

Hull, Oct. 24. — The news has cre- 
ated an intense sensation and indigna- 
tion in Hull. The Moulmein arrived 
with her flag at half-mast. Her skip- 
per states that the trawlers were fish- 
ing about 220 miles east by north of 
Spurn Head at 1 o’clock Saturday 
morning, the weather being heavy, 
when the outlines of several vessels, 
apparently warships, sailing in a line, 
were dimly seen. Whilst the crew 
were watching the warships, search- 
lights were flashed upon them, in the 
glare of which the Moulmein’s crew 
observed what they took to be torpedN 
boats approaching, apparently with 
the intention of boarding the Moul- 
mein. They steamed away, however, 
and soon the fishermen were horrified 
to find they were being fired upon. 
First one and then another trawler 
was struck by flying shot. What 
seemed to be a round shot went 
through the Moulmein galley. The 
Mino, lying nearby,' also was struck 
with many shots, but fortunately the 
damage was above her water line and 
none of her crew was struck. 'The 
bombardment lasted about 20 minutes 
When it had ceased the fleet sailed 
southward, and some of the trawlers 
sent up rockets. The Moulmein steer- 
ed in the direction of the rocket. Soon 
cries were heard, and the Crane was 
found sinking with another trawler 
taking off some of her crew. Those 
seriously injured were removed to a 
mission ship and the bodies of Smith 
and Leggett were placed aboard the 
Moulmein. The other men with mi- 
nor injuries were put aboard the trawl- 
er Sea Gull, which' at a late hour had 
not arrived at Hull, 
i Washington, Oct. 24. — Astonishment 
I that the Russian commander should 
I have committed such a blunder as to 
fire on inoffensive fishing vessels as 
reported in dispatches from Hull pre- 
vailed in official circles Sunday night. 
At the same time these officials are 
prompt to express the opinion that 
the Russian government will promptly 
disavow the act and apolc^ze when 
the facts are fully known. The trag- 
edy, it is realized, adds to the compli- 
cations which the Baltic fleet already 
encountered ever since it was deter- 
mined that the vessels should go to 
the far east 

Valuable Colt Dead. 

St. Louis, Oct. 24. — Commodore, a 
three-year-old chestnut colt, by The 
Commoner and Rosa Masso, one of 
the crack St. Louis race horses, died 
from inflammation of the stomach. 
The owners had refused an offer of 
110.000 for him. 

Wounded Soldiers at Harbin. 

Harbin, Oct. 24.— More than 20,UU(J 
wounded soldiers have arrived here 
and are being tended with the great* 
est care. Every available hand has 
been set to work in the making of 40,* 
OOO shirts for the wounded. 



St. lAJUis, Oct. 22. — Two city detec- 
tives are dead and another is not ex- 
pected to live during the night, while 
one train robber suspect is at the 
morgue and two others are in the city 
bospital, one probably fatally wound- 
ed and the other badly beaten up. as 
the result of a desperate battle Fri- 
day between five officers and three 
men whom they tried to arrest. Harry 
Adams, who escaped at the time of 
the shooting, was captured later by 
Detective Lee Killiam, who fired twice 
in making the arrest. 

The dead: John J. Shea, detective; 

Thomas Dwyer, detective; A1 Rose, 
suspect. 

The wounded: James McClusky, de- 
tective, critical; C. C. Blair, fugitive, 
shot four times through the body; 
Harry H. Vaughn, fugitive, badly beat- 
en about the head by detectives when 
he sought to aid his friends in the 
battle. The fight occurred in the 
front room of a house on Pine street, 
and the men whom the detectives 
sought to arrest are suspected of be- 
ing implicated in a train>jrobbery at 
Centralia, 111., a few weeks ago.

A few 
minutes before the fight occurred 
Vaughn left the house and started to 
walk down Pine street. The detec- 
tives closed in on him after he had 
gone some .distance from the house 
and he was arrested. 

Accompanied by their prisoner the 
detectives returned and entered the 
house. Shea, McClusky and Dwyer 
were leading; Boyle and James were 
behind with the prisoner. 

Hardly had the detectives entered 
the room ifi which Rose and Blair 
were seated when they were met with 
a volley of shots from a heavy caliber 
revolver. Shea sank to the floor on 
the first shot and Dwyer followed al- 
most instantly. 

By that time the detectives had 
drawn their revolvers and there was a 
deafening exchange for several sec- 
onds. 

The wounded officers and suspects 
were taken to the city hospital. Sev- 
eral hours after being taken to the 
hospital Detective ’Thomas Dwyer 
died. It was stated then by the phy- 
sicians that it was feared Detective 
McCluskey and C. C. Blair could not 
live. 

Harry H. Vaughn, who admitted that 
he sometimes went under the alias of 
Harry Adams, told Chief of Detectives 
Desmond Friday night that he had 
come tcT St. Louis from some place in 
Ohio, which he refused to name for 
the purpose of laying plans with 
Blair and Rose for train robbery. 

The room in which the battle occur- 
red was a Avreck. Bullet holes per- 
forated walls, window sills and furni- 
ture, and every article in the room was 
overturned or broken.

John W, Burden, a farmer who had re- 
cently moved from Nicholas county to 
near Millersburg, was found early Satur- 
day morning on a porch about two miles 
from Millersburg in a terribly mangled 
conditfbn, his skull being crushed in three 
places, from which he died at 2 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon. 

Mr. Burden had been in the News office 
Friday afternoon and left an advertise- 
ment trying to find his twelve-year-old 
son, who had run away from home about 
three months ago. After he returned to 
Mjilcrsburg it is claimed he began drink- 
ing, and was last seen just before mid- 
night on Friday, in company with Will 
Howard, colored, and Wm. N. Clarke, 
white The negro was suspected and ar- 
rested. After being locked up he con- 
fessed. The negro said that Clarke 
knocked Burden in the head and he him- 
self robbed him of ten or twelve dollars. 
An iron rod which the negro was seen 
carrying when the three left a saloon, was 
foundat his home under the bed. 
Howard says Clarke used this 
as his weapon. The negro is in jail 
here and Clarke is out under guard by 
order of County Judge Smith. 

Clarke is asonofChas. F. Clarke, one of 
the most prominent farmers in that section 
of the county. He came to Paris Saturday 
morning before his arrest with his brother, 
Chas. Clarke, Jr., and deeded to him 16 
acres of land, for which he received $500. 

A few years ago young Clarke was the 
owner of about 300 acres of land, but a 
fast life has separated him from his little 
fortune. He was arrested in Paris. 

Mr. Clark is in no way related to the 
various Clarke families of Paris, however 
it is to b£ hoped that he will prove him- 
self innocent of the crime of which he has 
been accused by the negro Howard, as his 
family is one of the most prominent in that 
vicinity. 

At the Coroner’s inquest in the -county 
court room, yesterday, no new develop- 
ments were brought out. The negro, How- 
ard, however, contradicted himself several 
times and stated he did not see Clarke 
when he struck Burden, but that Clarke 
was standing over Burden’s prostrate 
form when he, Howard, got over the 
fence. The verdict of the jury was that 
“Burden/:ame to his death from blows 
struck by unknown party or parties.” 

The examining trial of the accused will 
be held this morning, at 10 o’clock, be- 
fore Judge Smith.

A very destructive wind storm raged 
about four miles from Paris, about 6 
o’clock, Friday "evening. In fact, for 
awhile it looked a little squally in town. 
A “twin” tobacco barn, 1^ by 120 feet, 
belonging to Mr. James Thompson, was 
blown down and across the Interurban 
track. The barn was filled with a fine 
crop of tobacco from 35 acres. It was 
dry and the timbers falling on it pulver- 
ized and broke it so that it will be unmar- 
ketable. 

The total damage to Mr. Thompson is 
$8,500. He carried $4,000 insurance. 

The interurban cars to Paris were 
caught on the upper side, but vehicles 
were telephoned for at Paris by the road 
and the passengers brought to town in 
prompt manner. The Interurban people 
soon had 100 men on the ground from 
Lexington and by 9 o’clock the track was 
cleared of the iMrn and tobacco and a 
number of large trees that had fallen 
across it.

St. Petersburg, Oct. 21. — .\part from 
skirmishes and exploits of scouting 
paities there is almost a complete sus- 
pension of operations in Manchuria. 
The heavens have interposed to put a 
stop to bloodshed. Rain, impassable 
roads and exhausted armies are fac- 
tors sufficient In themselves to explain 
the cessation of hostilities, and these 
conditions are aggravated by a dense 
fog overspreading the whole of the 
theater of war. Behind this pall either 
side would be able to change the dis- 
position of whole forces in absolute 
secrecy; but the obscurity renders ab- 
solutely dangerous any attempt at a 
forvvanl movement. When the curtain 
of mist is lifted the fighting may be 
resumed under totally changed condi- 
tions. 

Che Foo, Oct. 21. — According to a 
camp follower, who has been for some 
time with the Japanese army now be- 
sieging Port Arthur and who is at 
present in Che Foo, having arrived 
from Dalny, the number of Japanese 
killed before the forts has reached 50,- 
000. He says the mikado’s meij reck- 
lessly attacked the strongest positions, 
making wild rushes in masses, the gol- 
diers being stripped of their accoutre- 
ments and clothing. The result was 
that the Russian machine guns mow- 
ed them down. He also asserts that 
there Is some talk among the officers 
and men that leads to the belief that 
the Japanese mean to try to carry the 
inner forts and citadel this month. 

New York, Oct. 24. — So far as the 
dispatches from the far east show 
there has been no change in the rela- 
tive positions of the hostile armies 
confronting each other on the line of 
the Shakhe river. There is an uncon- 
firmed report that a Russian force of 
20,000 men has been concentrated at 
Kauta Pass, 20 miles northeast of Liao 
Yang, which may be indicative of the 
direction in w'hich Gen. Kuropatkin is 
likely to strike his next blow’. Cold 
weather is' causing suffering to the 
armies in the field, although it has 
wrought an improvement in the condi- 
tions for the movement of troops. A 
report has reached St. Petersburg, but 
lacks confirmation, that the Port Ar- 
thur fleet has left its anchorage in 
the harbor and has taken up a position 
in the roadstead. 

Tokio, Oct. 24. — Manchurian head- 
quarters reporting by telegraph says 
that the number of Russian dead 
found on the battlefield and interred 
up to October 22 makes a total of 10,- 
550. Upon this total Russian casual- 
ties are estimated to exceed 60,000. 
The Japanese captured a total of 45 
guns during the Shakhe operations. 
The report of the Manchurian head- 
quarters following; 

“The enumerated spoils, etc., of the 
battle of Shakhe follows: Prisoners, 

about 500; enemy’s dead left on the 
field, 10,550; 4$ guns, 37 ammunition 
wagons, 6,920 shells, 5,474 rifles, 78,000 
small arms, ammunition, number of 
.swords, shovels, axes and tents. Be- 
side the enumerated property the un- 
counted property, extending over 25 
miles, will reach an enormous quan- 
tity. 

“The enemy’s dead is being interred 
W’ith military honors.”
